Falcon Wanderers 


Would you like to spend a few hours with 
your family taking a walk, using your 
communications expertise, and helping a 
local club promote walking? The Falcon 
Wanderers volksmarching club would like 
your help. 


A Volksmarch ( a German word, literally 
translated, meaning "peoples walk") is a 
leisurely walk (at least 6.2 miles/10Km) 
through a scenic and/or historic area over a 
pre-marked route. The walk is non 
competitive and walkers walk at their own 
pace, thus making this an excellent family 
activity. All volksmarches are sanctioned by 
the American Volkssport Association (AVA), 
a — member of the __International 
Volkssportverband (VV), which govems 
volksporting, 


‘Once at an event, walkers obtain a start 
card, whether walking for free or for VV 
credit. The IVV credit is a personal record of 
all events participated in and costs $1.50 
per event. Record books may be purchased 
for event and distance credit, and are 
stamped after each event is completed. The 
start card is stamped with a number and 
walkers are shown where the trail starts and 
what the trail markers look like. The start 
card will be stamped at each checkpoint 
Upon completion of the walk, start cards 
must be turned in at the finish table. IW 
eventidistance books will be stamped and 
the event award will be presented, if 
previously purchased. 


The time needed to complete a volksmarch 
varies, depending on capabilities and how 
much sightseeing is done. 


Communications are generally needed 
between the start and finish area and the 
checkpoints. Communicators may walk the 
trail if desired, but trail checking Is not 
Fequired. If you would like to assist the
